he would do tomorrow. Repre- 
tatives who attended the confer- 
ence included Pettengill Democrat, 
Indiana; Mansfield, Democrat, Tex- 
as; May, Democrat, Kentucky; Rob- 
ertson, Democrat, Virginia; Smith,

crat, Kentucky; Drewry, Democrat, 
Virginia, and Peterson, Democrat, 
Georgia. 

Opposition to the President’s Re- 
organization proposals grew apace as 
administration leaders prepared to 
press for speedy house approval to- 
morrow of less controversial provi- 
sions of the court reorganization 
plans.

Hartsfield Urges 


All Atlantans 


To Have Fingerprints Recorded 


Constitution Lead in Movement Lauded by Mayor as He 
Points Out Advantages in Having Identifica- 
tion Proof Always on File. 


Atlantans were urged yesterday by 
Mayor Hartsfield to “get finger- 
printed.” 

Praising the lead taken in this move 
by The nstitution, which set the 
example by having its employes finger- 
printed by Captain Ben Seabrook, of 
the police bureau of identification, the 
mayor said “it is particularly .impor- 
tant for children to have this record 
of their identity made and placed on 
permanent file.” 

“Often young children become lost 
or separated from their parents and 
are unable to tell their names,” said 
the mayor. “If their fingerprints were 
on file at the police station it would 
not take a minute to positively iden- 
tify them. This would hasten their 
safe return to the parents. 

“Another important reason 


for 


adults to have their fingerprints re- 
corded is for identification in connec- 
tion with their insurance, and possibly 
in many cases with their social se- 
curity accounts. 

“Still another is that rbd one ever 
knows when he may be the victim of 
amnesia or some form of insanity and 
forget what his name is. The problem 
of identifying amnesia victims would 
be relatively simple if. everyone was 
fingerprinted,” he declared. 

The Constitution is advocating fin- 
gerprinting for every resident of At- 
lanta as 2 part of the national move 
to record permanent identification. of 
all inhabitants, 

The mayor urged that Atlantans 
avail themselves of the opportunity of 
having this record made and filed in 
Atlanta and Washington. 


Representative George L. Sabados,

Immediately after the judicial candidate withdrew, the President is 
pictured as turning to the senator and asking, in substance: 

“Say, how is your candidate? Liberal on things?” 

Note—The Justice Department is supposed to have an extensive pri- 
vate file on judges eligible for promotion, analyzing all the decisions they 
ever made in their lives on the basis of whether they are “liberal on 
things.”’ 

DISTRUST The current situation, in which professed liberals, like 

Senators Norris, La Follette et al, are growling about the 
President’s liberal packing proposal, may seem to outsiders to be a 
Strange contradiction. 

The fact is he took them by surprise. They had been organizing 
for several weeks to take over his judicial show and drive for a different 
method of handling it by a constitutional amendment. A national rally 
had been called for next month. 

However, surprise is not the real explanation of their dissatisfaction. 
Frankly, they do not trust all the judicial candidates who call themselves

The chilly feeling that one. must be 
on guard against is caused by exces- 
sive drying out of the air. 

Warm dry air in an overheated 
place gives a sense of chilliness due 
to excessive evaporation of water from 
the skin. Too often this sense of 
chilliness leads the occupant to turn 
on still more heat, which dries out 
the air still.more and aggravates the 
condition that is responsible for the 
discomfort. 

Air can hold invisible water vapor 
in proportion to ite temperature. At 
70 degrees F. the air can hold near- 
ly five times as much moisture as it 
can at or below freezing. When ont- 
door air in the winter time is brought 
into the house and heated to 68 or 70 
it takes moisture from wherever it 
can get moisture. Unless you provide 
a substantial amount of moisture the 
air takes it from the furniture, book- 
bindings. floor boarde, any plants or 
flowers in the house, musical instru- 
ments. It takes quantities of moi- 
sture from your skin and mucous 
membrances, and keeps the nose, 
throat and bronchial tubes more or 
less irritated. The reaction of the 
skin and circulation ie excessive 
sweating and the evaporation of the 
sweat chills the body too fast. 

You can't appreciate the impor 
tance of this until you have experi- 
enced the comparative comfort of air- 
conditioning, which means, chiefly, the 
evaporation of sufficient water in the 
room. is requires something more 
than an open pan of water. In order 
ito provide anything like a healthful, 
comfortable condition of the air it is 
necessary to evaporate perhaps 15

'tnre is kept about 68 degrees F. by 
‘any kind of artificial heating. The 
| most satisfactory method of condition- 
ing the air is by special equipment 
‘built in. But simple humidifiers may 
‘be nsed on any stove, register or radia-

Farkes Kempelen was born in Hun- 
gary January 23, 1734.

“James Roosevelt,” said Brown, “is 
exceedingly anxious to speak in Geor- 
gia and I suggest that the date of 
the Athens dinner might be changed 
to accord with his wishes. He ex- 
plained he probably could be in Ath- 


ens on March 19, the day before his 


father leaves Warm Springs for 
Washington, but that he did not wish 
the sponsors to postpone the dinner 
‘on my account.’” 

President Roosevelt will leave 
Washington on March 7 for Augus- 
ta, Ga., where he will spend the fol- 
lowing day and then proceed across 
the state to Warm Springs.

OLDEST sth UF A) k If U. S. Heeds Democracies’ Pleas 


Foreign Policy Association Head Addresses Athens Insti- 
tute, Advocating Cash and Carry Plan To Keep 
America From Conflict Abroad. 
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ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 9.—(4)—Ray- 
mond Leslie Buell, of New York, pres- 
ident of the Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion, told a University of Georgia 
public affairs audience today “the 
United States would find it difficult 
to keep out of a European war if it. 
lasts very long.” 

He said “the wisest neutrality pol- 
icy is not mandatory embargoes, but 
the cash-and-carry system.” 

He believes this, he said, because 
“the adoption of neutrality legisla- 
tion which would weaken France and 
England in their struggle against the 
three world dictatorships will increase 
pressure within America to come to 
the aid of the democracies; and thus, 
paradoxically enough, hasten our en- 
trance into the next war.” 


Under any circumstances there are 
three factors which would tend to 
draw this country into a general Eu- 
ropean war, Buell said. 

He listed them as: 

1. Unwillingness to give up freedom 
of the seas and foreign trade—neces- 
sary to insularation.

Wire Trouble Prevents 
Exile’s Address From Being 
Heard in Gotham. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—(/)—A dra- | 
matie offer by Leon Trotzky to sur- | 
render to Soviet executioners if an 
impartial commission of inquiry should 
find him guilty “in the slightest de- 
gree” of the crimes imputed to him 
by Moscow courts was read at a mass 
meeting here tonight after wire 
trouble had prevented the exiled Rus- 
sian from reading his address over a 
telephone hookup from Mexico City.

“The men in it do not come out 
into the field to fight.

At a later time an explosive called 
“Greek fire’ came into. use in Asia 
Minor and other lands around the east- 
ern end of the Mediterranean sea. 
The exact nature of Greek fire is not 
known, but it is belizved to have con- 
tained sulphur, naphtha and quicklime, 
Sometimes the records call it “wet 
fire” or “sea fire.” We are told that 
at one time it was used to destroy a 
Saracen fleet. 

Close to seven centuries ago, an 
English friar named Roger Bacon 
wrote a book in which he told how to 


; 


make an explosive which contained 
saltpeter, the most important part of 
gunpowder. Some persons have called 
Bacon the “inventor” of gunpowder, 
but most likely he copied the facts 


(about making it from an old manu- 
, script. | 
Wide-mouthed cannon were made | 


in Italy in the year 1326, and 20 


with powder and iron balls or “bul- 
lets.” 

Some hand-cannon were fired from 
the hip, but many were fitted with 
wooden “stocks” which could be rest- 
ed against the shoulder. In this way 
the old “arquebus” or “musket” came 
into being. 

For a long time the custom was to 
keep a wick burning near the rear 
end of the barrel. This supplied flame 
to place near the “tonch-hole” and 
make the powder explode. 

Later the flint-lock gun was invent- 
ed, and it was in common use until 
about the year 1850 When the trigger 
was pulled, flint and sicc’ struck to- 
cether. The sparks set off tne charge 
of powder. At least that was supposed 
to happen. Often the _ flint-locks 
missed fire. 

During the past century, rifles of 
many kinds and sizes bave been made. 
The reason for the name “rifle” is the 
fact that the inside of the barre] is 
grooved or “rifled.” The spiral groove 
makes the bullet turn around, and this 
gives greater speed. Instead of the old- 
time round ball. a bullet is used which 
is longer than it is wide,

With a Hollow or Sway-Back

Mueh attention is given to the ex- 
ercise of the normally fit and the 
overweight individual. But the matter 
of being physically fit is of very great 
importance. I find the person with a 
hollow back asking what she can do 
to improve her figure. 


Nature has provided us with a nat- 
ural spinal curve in the lower back. 
When this natural curve becomes in- 
creased and exaggerated the condition 
known as a hollow back is created. 
By aliowing this condition to continue 
the individual becomes aware of a 
tired, aching feeling in the lower back. 
This is found especially true after a 
person has worked all day or has been 
on the feet for a considerable length 
of time. 

If the back is hollowed some other 
part of the body must compensate for 
it. As a result we find the hips are 
tilted from their normal angle. The 
abdomen protrudes forward and. is 
quite prominent even on a slender per- 
son. These positions throw the pelvic 
organs of the body out of their prop- 
er positions so that they do not fune- 
tion to the best advantage. It is then 
that the person notices the fatigue and 
ache in the lower back.

ARE YOU A POTENTIAL 
DIABETIC? 


In England there is an unique or- 
ganization of diabetics with a mem- 
bership of nfore than 5,000, which in- 
cludes such distinguished members as 
H. G. Wells and Hugh Walpole. 

There is no such organization in 
America, but there might well be, for 


there are approximately 500,000 dia- 
betics and 2,000,000 potential dia- 
betics in this country. The amazing 
interest in the English organization 
reflects the prevalence of the disease 
and should act as a warning to all 
potential diabetics. 

An excess of food contributes to 
the development of the disease, and 
Dr. E. P. Joslin, authority on the 
subject, warns that if there is dia- 
betic heredity in one’s family excess 
weight must be avoided.

In 1,000 cases of diabetics, 
were thin and 634 were overweight. 
Women were found to have a higher 
diabetic tendency than men, and to 
develop the disease after 40, when 
they begin to take on weight. 

That obesity is the precursor of dia- 
betics was indicated in the study of 
673 cases by Dr. S. Franklin Adams, 
of the Mayo clinic, who found that 
91 per cent were overweight and that 
82.9 per cent were more than 10 per 
cent overweight at the onset of dia- 
betes. 

Even with the development of the 
disease in the young, overweight ap- 
pears to be a factor. Investigation 
shows tht more than 30 per cent of 
diabetics under 20 were more than 
10 per cent overweight before dia- 
betes developed. 

There may be an heredity of dia- 
betes in your family of which you are 
unaware, and if you are excessively 
overweight it would pay you to have 
a blood sugar test made to see wheth-

He points out that the 
Japanese aS a race consume large 
quantities of carbohydrate, but are 
less prone to diabetes than other races. 

If there is any diabetes in your fam- 
ily, keeping your weight at normal 
may not divert it from you, but re- 
member this—the disease is rare 
among the thin over 30, and almost 
never to be found in an _ individua) 
—_ middle age who has always been 
thin. 

Aside from _ controlling weight 
through dietary restrictions, get a 
normal amount of exercise, for a large 
part of the carbohydrate is burned in 
muscular activity. If you have dia- 
betes, however, your doctor must ad- 
vise whether or not you should exer- 
cise, for-it is harmful in severe cases. 

With either the tendency to dia- 
betes or diabetes itself, weight must 
be controlled, for overnutrition is as 
harmful in the treatment as it is 
conducive to the development of the 
disease,

TRIPLE RAISES. 

The raise of a minor suit bid to 
four should not be attempted when 
there is any hope of making a game 
at no-trump, for the three no-trump 
level is passed by the pre-emptive 
raise. Hands offering a major suit 
response to the opening minor suit 
bid also are as had as triple raises. 
The best type of hand for a triple 
raise in a minor suit is: 

(a) A hopeless freak, which fore- 
tells danger of a game bid by oppo- 
nents; or 

(b) A hand which will permit part- 
ner to make game in the minor if he 
is strong enough to have a chance 
for game in no-trump. 

Raise one club or one diamond to 
four with:

‘he tripie raise, while a weak shut- 
out bid, must not be considered a 
“stop” bid. Its strength is limited. 
but often the opener, with a puwerful 
hand, will be able to make a slam try. 

A raise of more than three tricks 
(from one to five or six) should rot 
be made, even in a minor where five- 
odd are needed for game. More sci- 
entific methods of reaching so high a 
contract, with forcing bids, and of 
leaving the way open for a slam, are 
at the player's disposal.

Alex rose to greatness in the band- 
box ball park in Philadelphia that has 
ruined many a pitcher who lacked both 
his heart and his knowledge of pitch- 
ing. 1 was talking about that with 
Alex once, and he outlined for me in 
a few words the reason for his success 
in a spot where so many had failed. 

“That short right-field wall that so 
many pitchers complain about was the 
biggest asset I had.” he said.

Soldier Field 
Says Prices 


Too High 


- CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—(4)—Chicago’s 
prospective “million dollar gate” for a 
world’s heavyweight championship 
heavyweight fight between Joe Louis 
and James J. Braddock, tentatively set 
for Soldier Field next June 15, struck 
an unexpected snag today. 

Robert J. Dunham, president of the 
Chicago park district, which controls 
the huge Soldier Field stddium, raised 
a question as to whether the field 
should be leased for the fight when 
the price of tickets will be beyond the 
reach of the “average ctiizen,” with 
promoters pocketing the profits. 

President Dunham suggested that 
instead of the usual rental fee of 10 
per cent of the gross receipts, the pro- 
moters be charged 25 per cent of the 
gate. He suggested further, that if 
ticket prices are reduced from the an- 
nounced scale of $3 to $25, the park 
board’s “take” might be decreased pro- 
portionately. 

“Application for use of Soldier Field 
for the Braddock-Louis fight,” Pres- 
ident Dunham said, “‘necessitates a de- 
cision as to policy: When tickets for 
admission to the proposed attraction 
are beyond the means of our average 
citizen, the question arises should fa- 
cilities erected by public tax funds be 
leased to users among whose motives 
are that of profit. and if so, to what 
share in such profits is the tax payer 
entitled for the use of the property. 

“The present commissioners have 
rented Soldier Field for events involv- 
ing profits at a rental fee of 10 per 
cent of the gross receipts but the tick- 
ets for admission were moderately 
priced. The average citizen could af- 
ford to attend, considering the recrea- 
tion and amusement offered him. 

“For the proposed fight it is report- 
ed that the tickets are to be priced 
from $3 to $25. If the low priced seats 
are within the means of the average 
citizen for such an attraction, the lo- 
cation of such seats, remote from the 
ring, will not afford the oceupants a 
satisfactory view and we shall again 
be subjected to such complaints as we 
ee after the Dempsey-Tunney 
ight.” 

Joe Gould, manager of Braddock, 
balked at signing articles for the bout, 
unless Soldier Field was the site. The 
‘promoters, however, have Comiskey 
Field, home of the Chicago White Sox, 
under consideration and may swing 
Gould into accepting the ball park.

Temporary downturns in Chicago 
wheat quotations were associated with 
sharply lower prices at Liverpool, 
where the market was affected by the 
unusually large amount of wheat on 
ocean passage to importing countries 
and by general rains received through- 
out India in the nick of time to pre- 
vent crop failure. 

On the other hand, a cold wave over 
the corn belt, together with simultan- 
eous excellent shipping call here for 
corn ready to be used at once, and 
with seantiness of arrivals of corn at 
all primary centers, inspired sustained 
buying of corn futures.

wholesalers in Georgia, the Carolinas, 
and Florida faced revocation of fed- 
eral permits for illegally shipping cer- 
tain wines and liquors. 

The officials did not disclose which 
wholesalers were under surveillance, 
but said treasury investigators had 
discovered wine from Florida and 
South Carolina on wholesalers’ shelves 
in Georgia and North Carolina. Laws 
of Georgia and North Carolina pro- 
hibit importation of wine from other 
states. 

The alcohol administration said in- 
vestigators only recently had uncover- 
ed evidence that illegal shipments were 
being made from Jacksonville, into 
Georgia, from Pensacola, into Alabama 
and from Charleston, to Augusta.

POWERHOUSE PERMIT 


ISSUED TO ALABAMA 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—()— 


The Federal Power Commission an- 
nounced today issuance of a prelimi- 
nary permit to William Gray Meharg, 
Anniston, Ala., to operate a power 
house on the Coosa river in Calhoun 
and St. Clair counties, Alabama. 

The commission gave him authority 
to use surplus water or water power 
from federal dam No. 2. Capacity of 
the facilities was estimated at 960 
horsepower. 

If a license is issued, the commis- 
sion said, it will be for a period of 
30 years. 

The Alabama Power Company filed 
a protest to Meharg’s application, but 
withdrew it before the hearing. 


PROBERS SEEK CAUSE 
OF FATAL AIR CRASH 


WOODBURY, Tenn. Feb. 9.— 
(UP)—Investigators tonight began an 
inquiry to determine cause of the 
crash that sent FE. O. Smith, Nasbh- 
ville weather pilot, to his death on 
Short mountain early today. 

Smith, on a routine meteorological 
observation flight for the United 
States Weather Bureau, died almost 
instantly as his biplane crashed on 
the heavily wooded crest of the moun- 
tain. 

Weather Bureau officials said 
Smith took off from Nashville at 
2:30 a. m. He regularly flew at about 


1,500 feet for his observations, they | 


said. 

It was believed he was cruising at 
a low altitude and crashed into the 
knoll, which was obscured by fog.

Pinkerton Operative Admits Spying | 3 
On U.S. Labor Conciliator M’Grady 


WASHINGTON, Feb.  9.—(P>)— 
Testimony: that a Pinkerton under- 
cover man shadowed Edward F. Mc- 
Grady, the government’s ace concili- 
ator, during a Chevrolet strike in 
1935 aroused Senator Thomas, Demo- 
crat, Utah, today. 

“Are you not nullifying the govern- 
ment’s efforts at conciliation, when 
you surround an assistant secretary of 
labor with spies?” Thomas demanded 
of Robert A. Pinkerton, president of 
the detective agency, who was on the 
stand in a senate committee’s investi- 
gation of alleged violations of civil 
liberties, 

“That would depend on the use 
made of the information,” Pinkerton 
answered. 

“Is it possible that your spying right 
now in Detroit is breaking down the 
government’s efforts to settle the Gen- 
eral Motors str‘ke?” Thomas asked. 

Not Employed by G. M. . 

“We are not now employed by Gen- 
eral Motors, we stopped that account 
on January 31,” Pinkerton said. 

Previously William H. Martin, for- 
mer Pinkerton detective, testified he 
had been detailed to “shadow” Mce- 
Grady during a strike at Toledo in 
1935. McGrady was ir Toledo to con- 
ciliate the disagreement. 

Martin, then an operative in the 
Pinkerton Pittsburgh office but at 
present unemployed. said he had been 
assigned to a room adjoining Mce- 
Grady’s at the Secor hotel, with in- 
structions to report on McGrady’s con- 
versations. 

His efforts to hear were “unsue- 
cessful,” Martin said and after wait- 
ing two or three nigkts with his ear 
to the wall he abandoned the attempt. 

The conversation was loud enongh, 
the witness said. but “it was all a 
mumble.” 

“Got Hell for That.” 

Martin testified he had been as- 
signed to follow McGrady on one oc- 
ecusion when he left tke hotel, but was 
unable to get a cab. “I got hell for 
that.” 

George L. Burnside, assistant man- 
ager of Pinkerton’s Vetroit office, said 
he had forgotten the “McGrady an- 
gle,” but presumed Martin’s testimony 
was true. 

He said about 21 Pinkerton detec. 
tives had been assigned to the Toledo 
strike, but was not sure whether the 
agency had been employed. by the 
“Chevrolet plant, or by the General 
Motors Holding Company.”
